TO CUT BACK 77 \ AKIETIKS 


The phrase "complex and complicated" is nowhere more 
applicable than in describing the Federal pay structure. It 
is an un-coordinated conglomeration of pay systems within 
pay systems— 77 of them, to be exact. 
Now, however, a bi-partisan el'fort is being made to 
bring order out of chaos and to establish a coordinated pay 
system for all branches of the government. 
A bill sponsored by Reps. Recs of Kansas and Murray 
of Tennessee, would create a temporary, 15-man commission 
to study and review pay policies and practices throughout 
government. 
The Commission would be empowered to develop, for­ 
mulate and recommend a coordinated pay policy, and author­ 
ized to submit a report and recommendations, together with 
legislation by February 13, 1961. 
Present pay practices, according to Rep. Rees, are an 
‘ un-coordinated, polyglot variety," inefficient and wasteful 
to the taxpayer and unfair to many Federal employees. 
In some instances it is said, "certain Federal civilian 
compensation practices (are) so inconsistent and inequitable 
that supervisors may, and often do. receive less compensa­ 
tion than the personnel supervised.” 
The bill’s sponsors point out that: (I) the annual Fed­ 
eral civilian payroll now totals more than $15 billion: (2) 
there has been no comprehensive review of pay policies and 
practices "for nearly 40 years"; (3) in the 40 years the num­ 
ber of Federal personnel has increased from under 590,000 
to over 2,300,000.

THE MAN WHO SAID ‘NO 


Eleven years as a member of the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission taught Lowell Mason many things about bureau­ 
cracy. And many of the things he learned alarmed him. He 
has voiced this alarm in a book called "The Language ,of 
Dissent,” just published by World. 
He begins his observations with 
"No one acquires a love of liberty working for the 
Government. You either bring it along with you or you 
nev er have it. V\ hen government gives you the opportunity 
to impose your own brand of virtue on others, ‘liberty,' as 
a guiding concept, even if you were once dedicated to it, 
may become quite secondary.” 
Liberty, in Mr. Mason s opinion, took a beating from 
the bureaucrats in a number of cases he heard and filed 
dissents upon at the FTC. Among other infringements, he 
cites such examples as: 
•Finding a defendant guilty of a crime that wasn’t a 
crime when he committed the act. 
•Forcing a man to come to Washington with his pa­ 
pers at his own expense when no offense w a s charged 
against him. 
•Ignoring all the evidence for a defendant, hearing no 
evidence against him, and still holding him guilty. 
•Finding a defendant in a single case guilty of main­ 
taining uniform prices and of not maintaining uniform pri­ 
ces. 
And many more. 
Mr. Mason's point seems to be that while we stand on 
our shores ever ready to withstand some massive attack 
on our liberty from abroad, we are losing our liberty at 
home nibble by nibble. 
This is what comes, he says, of allowing government 
to grow unrestrained, adding constantly to its powers as 
it adds to its personnel. And the bigger the government 
gets the harder it Is to watch, so it is free to accumulate 
pow V s a 4 i he faster.

Eleven years as a member of the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission taught Lowell Mason many things about bureau­ 
cracy. And many of the things he learned alarmed him. He 
has voiced this alarm in a book called “ The Language ,of 
Dissent,’’ just published by World. 
He begins his observations with 
“ No one acquires 
a love of liberty working for 
the 
Government. \ou either bring it along with you or you 
never have it. \\ hen government gives you the opportunity 
to impose your own brand of virtue on others, ‘liberty,’ as 
a guiding concept, even it you were once dedicated to it, 
may become quite secondary.” 
Liberty, in .Mr. Mason's opinion, took a beating from 
the bureaucrats in a number of cases he heard and filed 
dissents upon at the FTC. Among other infringements, he 
cites such examples as: 
•Finding a defendant guilty of a crime that wasn’t a 
crime when he committed the act. 
•Forcing a man to come to Washington with his pa­ 
pers at his own expense when no offense w a s charged 
against him. 
•Ignoring all the evidence for a defendant, hearing no 
evidence against him, and still holding him guilty. 
•Finding a defendant in a single case guilty of main­ 
taining uniform prices and of not maintaining uniform pri­ 
ces. 
And many more. 
Mr. .Mason’s point seems to be that while we stand on 
our shores ever ready to withstand some massive attack 
on our liberty from abroad, we are losing our liberty at 
home nibble by nibble. 
This is what cornea, he says, of allowing government 
to grow unrestrained, adding constantly to its powers as 
it adds to its personnel. And the bigger the government 
gets the harder it is to watch, so it is free to accumulate 
pow&r* all ihe faster.

much more gradual one than many 
expected it would be. 
Figures on employment, some­ 
what improved, are still such that 
in some areas they arc considered 
a political threat to the party in 
power. 
Hopeful basic factor is the reduc­ 
tion of inventories, in many cases 
to levels where any pickup in con­ 
sumer buying is likely to cause 
some sci ambling to restore stocks 
of goods and raw materials. Anoth­ 
er interesting feature of the pres­ 
ent situation is that the recession 
has caused industries to seek more 
economical operating m e t h o d s.
